Northwest Coast Trade. 

Wa publish elsewhere a list of the vessels 
Hint have been engaged in trinle on the 
Northwest Coast during the last six months. 
In nil they number forty-four. With the 
exception of the H. 15. Co.'fl steamer Lnbou- 
ohero, they are all Binall craft, comprising 
schooners, sloops, boats anil canoes. Were 
they ell collected together they would form 
quite a fleet! Aside from those destined for 
Stickeon, the number engaged in trading 
voyages has been very considerable. Such 
a fleet of traders is a uovelty »n the North- 
west Coast. Till within the last year or 
eighteen months no vessel exoept the Hud- 
son Bay Company's steamer, one trailing 
schooner and the canoes of the Indians, ha ve 
traversed our northern coast engaged in the 
peaceful occupation of bartering merchan- 
dise with the natives. The prospect now is 
a highly tlatlerin^ one ; and every year of 
the future will no doubt add largi ly lo out 
coasting tonnage. The opening nl commu- 
nication with the interior of British Columbia 
via Bute Inlet and Bentinek Arm, the copper 
operations at Queen Charlotte's Island, the j 
coasting trade with the Indians. and last but 
not least the prospect of goad gold diggings 
in New Cornwall or the Stickeen country— 
are all calculated to increase our casting j 
trade. Besides thseo sources of employ- | 
ment for our coaster.-, we snail, no doubl 
within a year or so 

quite a Beet engaged in the coast li-h- 
eries. It cannot be long before the finny 
tribes will be turned to a profitable account. 
Tho combined industrial interests of the 
coast will prove a nursery for seamen and 
lay a broad foundation on which to build up 
a commercial marine destined to whiten the 
Pacific with their sails. Owing lo the free- 
trade regulations of our Customs' Depart- 
ment, wo have no means of arriving at I 
a correct estimate of the value ol our 
Northwest trade. From the number ol 
vessels engaged in it, wo should judge thai it 
is considerable. One feature however in the 
trade is repugnant to our sense ol right and 
humanity— the tratiic in liquor betweun the 
traders and Indians. With the exception of] 
Hie Hudson Bay Company, nearly all ves- 
sels engaged in trading voyages carry more 
or less whisky, and its destructive and hell- 
ish effects on the savages ,„ better be im- 
agined than described.
